Supplemental questions
pursuant to combined
public hearing on U.S.
Steel Gary Works and
South Works proposed
dredge and fill projects.

Dear Colonel Miller:

This letter transmits supplemental questions regarding the

above referenced projects, as we discussed at the October
23, 1974 public hearing.

Answers to these guestions are necessary in order to facili-
tate a complete and accurate review of the project.

1.

Will the Corps of Engineers expedite; a) Sediment
analysis in the proposed South Works dredging sites?
b) Partical size information about both the South

and Gary Works sites? c) Make this information avail-
able to interested parties and governmental agencies?

At the October public hearing, U.S. Steel mentioned
that at both dredge sites (South and Gary), there

is a net inflow into the slips being dredged thereby
affording a degree of suspended solids control. Will
the Corps of Engineers determine; a) What is the rate
of inflow? b) What in-plant processes will this water
be used for? c¢) Where will the water be discharged?

d) What level of treatment is provided prior to dis-
charge? e) Will this activity result in a net addition
of suspended solids into Lake Michigan or other bodies
of water?

Will the Corps of Engineers take steps to clarify con-
flicting project descriptions by requesting the appli-
cant to develop a detailed project summary (for both
projects) describingmethods to be used for dredging,
steps the applicant will take to minimize harming
beaches, public water supplies; applicants plans to
insure compliance with water quality standards and
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spoil disposal site information such as volume of containment?
This clarification is necessary because of the conflicting
information contained in the Corps' public notice of September
20, 1974, information in the applicants file, and testimony

submitted by the applicant at the October public hearing.

We look forward to your response to these questions and request that
we be advised as to their disposition (e.g. whether or not they will

be raised with the application) as soon as that determination is
made.

I thank you for the opportunity to submit these comments and request
that this letter and attachment be included in the record of the

October 23, 1974 public hearing on the combined U.S. Steel dredging
projects. - :
